The most valuable herd of thorough- 
bred cottle over owned in tho United 
States was that in ponsossion of Walcott & 
Campbell, of York Mills, Oneida county, 
New York. Calves old enough to wean 
were fre(p;ently sold as high as ,^5,001). 
The herd was ojiriclicd by the host stock 
that could be found in England, or any- 
where else, until iinally it was bred np to 
a point where it surpassed anv other in 
the counti'}'. Mv. Waloott witlidrewfrom 
the business sonie time ago, Samuel 
Campbell olVercd the entire herd of 111 
head a few days ago at public auction. 
This sale drew together the famous cattle 
breeders from all parts of the country, 
and a number caiuu over from England. 
Tho highest prices were paid by English 
breeders. 'The 'Inglilli Duchess of Geneva' 
brought Vl(l,(iU(). The "Tenth Duchess 
of Geneva" brought ^^iri.UOO. The "First 
Duchess of Oneiila" was sold for .SJO,(jO(); 
while the average pvicepaid for tonothers 
exceeded §21,000. These are the highest 
prices ever paid for thoroughbred cattle 
in tho United States, Tho highest bid- 
ders were English hrccders who bred for 
money and n.])utation. Those may be 
called fancy ])i ices, but the animals were 
8(dd under free conipotition among those 
who fully uuderslaiul their business, and 
who are making large fortunes in that vo- 
cation. 



New Guinea Seized by the Britisli ! 

By w.ay of Honolulu wo have tho report 
from Syiln(>y by telegram that Captain 
i\lor(!Kby, of 11. B. M.'s S. Basilisk, has 
taken possession <if X(>w (iuinoa, in the 
(,)ucen's name, ComuK'nting on this tho 
New Zealand Jlmi!'/, of July Gtli .says: 

Eeverting, however, to the Eockhamii- 
ton telegram, never, perhaijs, in the his- 
tiu'y of adventure, has there been a parall- 
el to it. Here is t,lio announcement of 
the annexation (o Her JIajesty's domin- 
ions of th:.' l.irgi'-il island in tlio world, 
ti'ciniiig with iniii'v variety of mineral and 
vegelubhi |)roducts; with every gradation 
of rlimati!, from thoregion of eternal snow 
to the sweltering heat of tho 8wan;[) jun- 
gle; indented with bays and harbors, in- 
tersected by iin\igalil(! rivers, and ociui- 
l)ied by at least thrt!odist inct races of men, 
numbering several millions. New Guinea 
could span; a dectMit priucipality, and 
yet be several times larger than the Bri- 
tisli l.sles. As for "resiiiii-eos," the e(jm- 
[lariron is altogi'tlier against the mother 
cnuutry; but that is just the reas(m why 
itsliould utili/.i! Ilieni for the good of man- 
kind. An idea may bo formed of tho 
extent of PApua, when wo state that it 
commences at the equator in 43 degs. E. 
longitude, and toriiiiiiates in I'A) deg. E. 
loiigiliiile and 10 degs. S. longitude. 
On the norlli, almost in tho ])osition of 
the (inlf of Car]u>ntaria on tho Australian 
Coiitiru^iil , but relatively larger, is Geel- 
vinck Bay, botweon Point D'Urville and 
Cape Marmori. Its edtiranoe is marked 
by several island.s, Ou the South, sepa- 
I'ated from tlie mainland by the Strait of 
Dourga, is t'l-iHlei ick Henry Island, which 
stands in tho same Kilatinu to Pajjau that 
Tasmania does to Aiisitralia. It has also 
its groat Soiithorn Bight and tho Gulf of 
Papua. On tho northwoat there is a groat 
inhd; but little iS'known of the gonoral 
toiiograiihy of the country. That it will 
bo one of the most v.iliiabie jiossessiciiis of 
of the r.ritish C'rowu in the iicjt dislant 
fulnre tln're can lie no reiuon to doubt. 
The only l''.iiropeiin power that hasa foot- 
hold between its northern seaboard and 
China and Jaimii, is Spain, which holds 
tho Philijiines, Tho possession of Paiiau 
gives to England tho undisputed com- 
ipand of the South Paoifio aad China 
seaa, '
